_ The appeal of the President and Council of the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion, which has just been issued, is worthy of the serious consideration of 
the community. It is remarkable that an institution with such broad and 
lofty aims should not have entered more deeply into the sympathies of the 
Jews of England. ‘he only way we can account for the lack of sympathy 
with the far-reaching objects of the English sister institution to the Alliance 
Israclite Universelle is the distance from the spheres of their operations 
And yet that very distance and the union implied by the effort to aid le 38 
favoured Jewish communities than our OWn, are just the reasons which should 
be calculated to str the imegination and awaken the sympathies of 
the emancipated English Jew. The conception at least is an imposing one 
that the Western Jewish Communities of England and France enjoying as 
we do all the rights and advantages of modern political freedom, should band 
together with the view to mitigate the miserable condition of our brethren 
whose lot is cast in less favoured and in backward centres of the Eastern 
Hemisphere, It is quite true that the mass of the Jewish people are inhavi- 
tants of Russia and Poland, and that therefore the magnitude of their 
numbers and of their sufferings require special exertions.

million of Jews scatterel throngh Kastern [arope, Asia and Northern 
Africa whose condition is most deplorable. Their educational facilities are 
not what ours are. The Jews of Constantinople, of Corfu, Philippopolis 
and a host of other cities are in sore need of better education and of the 
inflaences of Western civilisation. This branch of the work of the 
Alliance and of the Anglo-Jewish Association is specially their own. It 
could be very largely augmented by increased aid and enthusiasm 
on the part of Knglish and French Jews, The Appeal states 
that no less than 6,910 Jewish pupils of both sexes are now being assisted 
by the Association to become useful and honourable citizens of their native 
countries. During the yearending May 21st, 1892, £1,956 were spent for 
this purpose. Some 37,000 children have been benefited by the work of the 
Association since its establishment. It is further stated in the document 
befure us that “while applicat’ons from schools well worthy of support are 
increasing year by year both in number and in amount, there is not any cor- 
responding increase in the support received by the Jewish community.” This 
is surely due to the fact that English Jews have failed, in any fair proportion 
to their nnmbers, to apprehend the true aims and objects of such an 
institution. We heartily commend it to our readers. Ten thousand. 
a year would not be an unreasonable self-imposed tax on the Jews of 
the United Kingdom, the most prosperous and best situated in the world, 
towards the.ametioration of the eondition of 1,000,030 of their coreligionists 
in ill-favoured countries, and this could be raised by an average of five 
shillings among 40,000 perscns, Nothing could be more representative of 
the EHaglish community of Jews than the list of names at the head of the 
appeal. It is clear, however, that the supporters and_ subscribers 
are numerically no more tban a small proportion of the Jews of this country, 
Upon the community itself rests the responsibility of aiding or of ignoring 
these urgent claims,

A number of Continental Rabbis have issued a Notice, . which 
wil be pernsed with very scant approval. The announcement prac- 
tically amounts to a declaration that the prevalence of cholera in Hamburg 
is not to be regarded as a ground for absolving the Jews of that plague- 
stricken city from fasting on the coming Day of Atonement. Now, the 
signatories of the Notice seem to us to be going quite beyond their province, 
Ivervone is aware that Rabbis have no right to issue general or even special 


‘ absolutions of Biblical commands, bat neither have thev the right to insist 


on the fullilment of those commands at the 1isk of fatal danger to the 
observer. ‘Ihe cholera is happily abating in Hamburg, and we may hope 
that no wide-spread evil will result from the weakness and prostration caused 
by the fast which may unfortunately make a Jew here and there a more 
ready victim tothe insidious disease that has turned Hamburg into a vast 
When an epidemic is raging there is disease in the air, and one 
actus! case of illness implies the possibility of many others. As the mortality 
returns are steadily diminishing, the Jewish authorities need not perhaps 
have published a general recommendation to all Hamburg Jews urging them 
not to fast. Dut the opposite course which has been pursued is a distinct 
error of judgment and an unmi-takable injury to religion. The signatories 
of the Notice include, we regret to see, the name of Ober-Rabbiner M. 
Ilirsch, of Hamburg.: The other names are Dr, Hildesheimer, Berlin; Dr. 
S. Cohn, Berlin; Dr. Auerbach, Halberstadt; Dr. Breuer, Frankfort ; 
Dr. Horovitz, Frankfort ; Dr, Rosenthal, Breslau. The list deserves to be 
recorded. 


Russian and Pulish Rabbis often show themselves more alive to the 
needs of the time than do their German confréres. Thus, when the cholera 
was once before raging in Europe, the congregation of Sok!ow was affected 
by the epidemic, as Llamburg has been during: the present visitation. The 
Rabbi of the congregation announced that his congregants ought not to fast 
on the Day of Atonement. Some of them were surprised at the leniency 
of the Rabbi, and argued with him against his action. At least, they said, 
let the breach of the law be private, why make it public? The Rabbi, how- 
ever, hid a truer sense of his duty, and when he found that some of his flock 
still hesitated to obey him, he resolved on the following brave plan. He 
ordered some cakes and wine to be brought to him into the Synagogue on 
the Day of Atonement itself, and he publicly broke his fast in the presence 
of the assembled congregation, whom he bade go and do likewise. This 
Rabbi had the courage of his opinions, and moreover, his opinions were 
sensible and Jewish. An interesting account of the incident we have narrated 
above may be found in the //ushachar III., 680. We are glad to hear that 
the German Government has ordered a three hours’ interval to be allowed 
on the Day of Atonement at every Synagogue in the Empire. This safe- 
guard to health is a wise precaution at the present critical moment in the 
cholera visitation. 


Scarcely a ycar passes but at this season we report the occurrence of a 
panic in a synegogue, with more or less serious results. These alarms 
generally occur in the small synagogues improvised for the High Festivals. 
In the Jewish quarter of New York, where enormous blocks of model 
dwellings abound, one of the buildings contained several ** Chevra Syna- 


gogues,” and in one of these—situated on the third floor—on the New 


Year, an alarm of fire was raised owing to the curtain before the Ark 
catching fire. A panic ensued, and the cry of * Fire” rang through the 
bui'ding, with the result that the worshippers on the first and second floors 
also ran out, blocking the staircases in the mad rush. in the desperate 
struggle to reach the street, four persons were trampled to death and a 
dozen injured. There is only one lesson to be learnt from this shocking 
occurrence—that managers of our synagogues cannot be too careful in taking 
precautions to prevent overcrowding and in securing exits that are ample, 
not merely in ordinary circumstances, but under any extraordinary conditions 
that may arise, especially in a panic, Too few of our synagogues are quite 
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perfect in this respect. The Federation of Synagogues has been doing 
beneficent work in bringing pressure to bear upon those Chevras which met 
in unsuitable places of worship to remove to larger buildings, but more have 
yet to be ** weeded out,” and many should certainly be closed. Mr. Lewis 
Solomon, the honorary architect of the Federation. recentiy reported upon ail 
the Chevra-Synsgogues associated with that body, buat there are some 
outside its influence, and these are the most dangerous. 


The Honorary Officers of the St. John's Wood Synag gue have issued 
invitations to a Reception to be held on the afternoon of the tirst Day of 
Tabernacies. This is a new departure, quite in the fa ¢. manner. 
The Reception will be marked by those distinctivefeatures which are identitied 
with latter-day social life, and it will be he'd in the old-world Succah, 
with its suggestions of Jewish rusticity that has been dead for ages. 
Beneath the leafy roof of the tabernacle which recalls tne idyllic life of 
ancient Palestine, five o'clock tea will be served to the inevitable accompani- 
ment of the lightest of light gossip, It is only at first sight that any sense of 
incongruity is aroused by this mingling of the very old and the very new,

this utilisation of a poetical-religious institution a3 an opportunity for 


holding asocial *‘function.” This is not a case of insulting with vulgar 
advertisements the majesty of the Rocky Mountains. The Reception to which 
the St. John’s Wood people have been invited is intended to accomplish a 
higher purpose than that of affording the guests the delights of tea and talk. 
It aims at promoting that congregatioral intercourse, that fellowship outside 
the synagogue among those who worship inside it, which is. much to be 
desired in these times, in the interests both of the synagogue itself and of the 
good work which ought to be more directly associated with it. A better organised 
congregational life, with the beneficent activities which it will necessarily call in‘o 
existence, is the great need of the day, and every step that tends to bring the 
congregants into more frequent contact with each other will help to satisfy 
the need. As a matter of fact the new departure at St. John’s Wood is a 
fresh development of the convivial tendencies which have always been asso- 
ciated with the Succah. The tabernacle has ever been the scene of open- 
handed hospitality. Despite its religions associations—nay, as their direct 
result—traditional usage has made it the place par excellence for the 
enjoyment of good cheer. And far better that the congregational hospitality 
should. be dispensed under the decorous and agreeable conditions of an 
afternoon-reception than amid the unseemly and supremely uncomfortable 
scramble into which the visit of the congregants to the Succah after Service 
too often degenerates. 


[tis natural and fitting that in the town which Sir Moses Montefiore 
illustrated by his residence and charities, and where worthy members of his 
family continue to reside, a deep sympathy shoull be felt with the victims of 
anti-Jewish laws in Russia, The local meeting which we report this week 
does credit to the charity and to the kindly feeling of the eminent Christian 
clergymen, ministers and laymen who took part in it. Sach expressions of 


‘goodwill strengthen the hands of all who are striviog for the same end, and 


contribute towards the volume of that great movement of indignant opinion 
which must ultimately penetrate through fortress walls and obdurate 
councillors to the Czar np on his throne, and even reach the more impenetrable 
ignorance of the moujik in his hut.

FATAL PANIC IN A SYNAGOGUE. 
(Tirroven Rerter’s AGENcy.) 


NEW YorK, Sept. 23. 

A terrible panic occurred to-day at a Jewish synagogue situated at 27. 
Ludlow-street. in this City, where 4 thousand Persons, the majonty of whom 
were women, were celebrating the Hebrew New Year. | 

Phe building contains several synayogues, situated on different floors, and in 
one of these, on the third storey, a lignted candle set fire to a curtain of light 
texture hanging over the altar. Ina moment the thin material was ablaze from 
top to bottom. Some one raised the alarm of “ Fire,” and a regular panic 
immediately ensued. 

The stairs soon became blocked with a struggling, surging mass. a woman 
who was one of the first to descend the stairs, getting wedged fast near the 
bottom. The cry of * Fire’ continued to ring through the buil ling, and the 
panic quickly spread to the other synagogues on the first and second floors. the 
worshippers in which also poured torth on the staircases. increasing the 
confusion and pressure. 

The people, now so tightly packed as to be scarcely able to move. became 
frantic, and the scene is described as terrible. Inthe desperate struggle to reach 
the street men and women were knocked down and trampled under foot, and 
in this way four persons were killed and a dozen seriously injared. 

Fortunately a policeman arrived on the scene, and at once dragged the 
people out whowere at the bottom of the stairs; otherwiss there is no doubt 
that many more would have lost their lives.

ANTI-JEWISH RIOT IN HUNGARY. 


A serious conflict has occurred in the Commune of Kerecke, in the Marmaros 
Comitat in Hungary: The house of a Jew had been on fire, and the Ruthenian 
neighbours looked on with their bands in their pockets until the Mayor told them 
that if the conflagration spread further their own houses would be burned down. 
They then helped to extinguish the flames, but some remarks from the Jews 
began a quarrel, and when a Greek Catholic priest named Alador Zombor 
mounted on the roof of the burning house and with a hatchet began to destroy it, 
the crowd became furious, stormed the burning house, and destroyed all it 
contained. The Jews who attempted to interfere were handled roughly, and the 
notary, who would have interceded in their behalf, was threatened with murder 
and Lad to take refuge in a house. When the gendarmes arrived, the Ruthenian 
population were threatening to murder all the Jews. The crowd was so excited 
that attempts were made to disarm the gendarmes, but the mob finally dispersed 
when they advanced with fixed bayonets.

JEWISH IMMIGRANTS IN LIVERPOOL. 
:0:— 

At the meeting of the Liverpool select vestry on Wednesday, the clerk 
reported that application was made at the workhouse the previous night for 
the admission of 120) to 15!) Jewish emigrants cn reate Trom Hamburg to New 
York, who for the past few weeks had been staying at lodging-houses.in Liver- 


pool. The emigrants stated that they had arranged with the Cunard 
Company to take. them to New York. Owing to the outbreak of 


cholera they had been detained in Liverpool four weeks, at the expense of the 
Cunard Company. They bad that day been turned out of their lodging-houses 
by the Cunard Company, who disclarmed any further responsibility tor their 
maintenance, but expressed readiness to send them back to Hamburg and 
return their passage money. This otfer was made on Monday night. After 
some delay and trouble on the part of Mr. Auerbach, Treasurer of the Jewish 
Board of Guardians, the Cunard Company consented to take charge of the 
people for another night. | 

On Wednesday a small deputation of the emigrants was introduced to the 
vestry by Mr, Auerbach, who asked that they might be admitted to the work- 
house. 

Mr. Crossrietp M.P., said he thought the vestry were distinctly precluded 
from assisting these unfortunate emigrants at the present time. They had 
evidence that somebody was responsible for maintaining thes» people, and there- 
fore the vestry had no right to take any responsibility. It was ratner for the: 
Hebrew Board of Guardians to take steps in the matter. He was quite sure if 
they did, they might rely upon receiving pubhe sympathy as they had done in 
Limes past. 

Mr. AVERRACH stated that the funds of the Jewish Board of Guardians 


- were very low, and, moreover, the case of these pe yple did not come within the 


relief they gave, for they existed to relieve the Jewish poor resident in Liver- 
pool. They could not relieve these emigrants as a matter of principle. He 
was told that the Cunard Company was bound by contract to land these people 
in New York, and he thought tne Company ought to be compelled to do so. At 
the present moment these people were wandering throngh the streets, and at 
eleven on the previous night he had the greatest difficulty in getting them 
beds*® 

Mr. CrossFIELD said something was due from the Jewish community 
themselves. 

Mr. AVERRACH : What can we do? 

Mr. Cross¥ieELp urged that the Jewish community should face the diffi- 
culty, and relieve the Vestry of what might be a critical position by opening 
a subscription. He himself would be very glad to contribute to such a fund. 

Mr. Foore observed that the Vestry had no power to compel the Cunard 
Company to carry out their contract; the compulsion must come from the 
Hebrew community. He suggested that Mr. Auerbach and his friends might 
consult a solicitor. 

Mr. Woopcock also suggested that they might see the Cunard Oom- 
pany themselves. 

Mr. AUERBACH ; I will take your advice, Meanwhile, what is to become of 
these poor people to-night ?

COLONEL GOLDSMID IN THE ARGENTINE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,”

the following, dated August 31st, 1892.

The colonies are gradually developing, but the difficulties are beyond 
description. You cannot imagine how difficult it is to get anyone trustworthy and 
at the same time capable. Houses are being rapidly built and many colonists have 
started work. At Maurizio where a town of 500 idle, discontented families living 
in iron sheds existed when I arrived, the town has now virtually disappeared and 
the people are located on their farms. 

I see in a Jewish paper of August Sth, a letter abusing thé management of 
the Argentine colonies and stating thatsix hundred Jewish families were returning 
to Europe, that no provision was made for religious observance, no shochets 
provided, and that they were in despair. | 

As a matter of fact about 120 families have returned, some of their own 
free will, others because they refused to work or were instrumental in fomenting 
disorder among the colonists. There are a very great number of Shochetim out 
here, some good men, others, unfortunately, using religion as an instrument for 
advancing their own personal aims. Some ot the latter were unfortunately 
concerned in an affair which caused much scandal and made the Jews a 
bye-word ; but as it is now over and, I hope forgotten, I will not relate it. 

As for building synagogues and schools, | trust that this will soon be taken in 
hand ; but my first aim has been to build Aouwses for the women and children, 
many of whom had till recently no better shelter than tents. I am sorry to say 
that most of those who make so great a fuss here on ceremonial matters think 
very little of breaking one or more of the ten commandments. I am not sur- 
prised at being attacked, for every official I discharge for incapacity or dishonesty 
a bitter enemy. 


MODIFICATIONS IN THE RITUAL AT THE CENTRAL 
SYNAGOGUE,

Sirk.—Owing to absence from London, I have only just received the circular 
of the Central Executive in reference to the above matter, bearing the date of 
September 7th. : 

lt was with great astonishment that I read therein, that notwithstand:ng their 
distinct pledge in their circular of July 14th, that the moditications should be 
carried into effect “as from the Sabbath preceding the ensuing Holydays,” 
this body do not, at present, propose to carry them out. Yet, Sir, these improve- 
ments in the Service were favoured by a large proportion of those seatholders 
who were sufliciently interested in this important matter to record their votes, and 
were moreover formally adopted by the Central Synagogue Executive at a meet- 
ing held on July 4th last, 

Considering how slight were the concessions, which were obtained -after so 
much effort, it is difficult to understand what has happened to render reconsidera- 
tion necessary ; bearing in mind the short interval that has elapsed since the 
Executive endorsed the proposed changes with their approval. 

It is indeed disheartening to those who take an interest in the Central 
Synagogue to see how on every occasionall attempts at an improved ritual are 
postponed, and the wishes thwarted of those numerous seatholders who desire a 
service more consonant with their feelings than the one at present offered 
them. 

With the already scanty attendance on ordinary Sabbaths at this synagogue, 
it must surely be undesirable to do anything which will drive an important 
section of the seatholdera to other synagogues where more enlightened views 
prevail. It is with the object of preventing the inevitable consequence of their 
action that I venture to suggest to the Board of Management that they adhere 
to their promise of July 14th, and adopt without further delay, at least, those 
alterations which, in their own words, “ were desired by this Synagogue and 
sanctioned by the Chief Rabbi.”

HEBREW ABBREVIATIONS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 


_  Sir,—In the Jewish Chronicle of 23rd September there is a letter fron the 

Chief Rabbi to Mr. Van Thal. the concluding line of which is “ sincerely 
Wishing you and yours 6M33."" What is the Hebrew sentence these letters 
express, and what is the English translation ? I am not aware of any book in 
English that will assist me. There are abbreviations used in Hebrew literature 
that are puzzling to many. : 

Buxtorf has done a great deal, but his explanations are in Latin. I had 
oped that the editors of the new edition of Gesenius’s Hebrew Lexicon might 
lave helped us; but there are not any signs of it in the first part containing ®. 

OW and egain in a glossary or appendix one meets with a few expressions ; Dr. 
ernard has given some at the end of his translation of Maimonides’s * Yad 
Hachazaka.” But whatis really wanted isa list of the abbreviations—that is to say 
—M3'N WR with the full meanings inHebrew and English. Where can we find the 
meanings of Band 0’. and why is the distinction made, What is the full text of 
PB, hat is the meaning of 77775. Buxtorf, having given the Hebrew, 
18 good enough tosay it means—Gloria Doctoris nostri, domini magistri nostri. 
In the Selichoth for beginning we find the letters 
0) “22. Where can the explanation be found in English’ Possibly if the 
Yad Hachazaka’”’ were opened at the right page, we might find somethin 
about it, but some of us who wish to try to read Hebrew, get sorely trouble 
with these abbreviations. With regard to O%3¥, I am aware of what Dr. 
Friedlander says in * The Jewish Religion,” at page 313; but the passage is 


still retained in the Selichoth, and of course it might be argued that if it were 
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explained in English, we might be favoured with an agitation for expunging it. 


Then take for instance AYN) POY (Heidenheim-Ridelheim, 1812), in the 
second title-page there is this expression, 
There does not appear to be any Hebrew-English work which will help us 
to find the meaning of the second and fifth * words,” Even the famous expres- 


sion of Rashi, t-!?3, 2 with advantage be explained to us, with or without 
the aid of the 114th Psalm. 


The whole subject of Hebrew abbreviations is of great importance, and a 
work on this matter in English. would be valuable. |

OUTWORKING TAILORS’ ORGANISATION. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 


Sir.—Will you kindly allow mea short space in your widely circulating 
and influential journal, in which to ask for the assistance and co-operation of 
the Jewish tailors in Great Britain in forming societies throughout the country 
for the protection of their rights, and the defence of their interests. Your 
readers will no doubt know that a dispute is now raging between the Amalga- 
mated Society of Tailors and the shop keepers on the question of giving out- 
work to Jews to be made up in the Jews’ own workshop. For the past ten 
years the Jew has been the drudge of the tailoring trade, he has been kicked 
about by everyone, first by the master, then by the British Society, and even 
the British public has not been taught to regard him in a kindly light. He has 
never been fully paid for his labour, he has been robbed week after week, 
imposed upon, and now as if it were the last straw to break his back, the 
Amalgamated Society of Tailors are fighting to induce, or rather to pre- 
vent the Master Tailors from giving out any work to be made. That is they 
want to compel all the Jews to break up their workshops and go and wor 
indoors and become members of their Society. 

lt is hard to believe that so ruinous and so tyrannical a proposition should 
be made in this land of liberty, but we must face facts as we find them. and 
cope with them. Now, Sir, a great portion of the work that is “ made out" is 
made by Jews, and they do their work entirely on the division of labour 
principle, and if the Amalgamated Society of Tailors get their own way the 
chief sufferers will be the Jews, as many of them could not, or would not, go 
inside to sit down and make one job at a time. 

The Amalgamated Society has a membership of 20,000, and has plenty of 
funds to agitate with, so that it will require some great efforts on the part of 
the Jews to protect their own interests in this struggle. Then again they put 
every Jew down as being a “sweater,” and as the ignorant public know no 
different, they believe it, and this is another drawback to the Jewish out-worker. 
Now we belheve that the best, the safest and the only effective way in which 
to protect the Jewish tailors is to get them all together in one organisation. 
That is to bave our organisation, and branches all over the country, wherever 
any out-workers exist, 

We have made a good beginning in Liverpool, and have formed the 
“International Out-working Tailors’ Federation,” which is open to every out- 
working tailor of every creed, and every nationality. We have succeeded far 
beyond our expectations, we have now a very strong organisation, and are well 
able to protect ourselves against all comers. As we are in Liverpool, so should 
we like the out-workers in every other part of the country to be. If the Jews. 
in any town in England desire to form a society, if they will write to me I will 
give them every assistance possible, and will send down a member of our 
organising committee to help them’ get their society in working order. I 


appeal most strongly to them not to lose any time in this matter, as a Bill will 


shortly be introduced into Parliament for the total abolition of out-working, 
and if the out-workers are not organised to defeat that Bill, then their means 
of earning a livelihood at the tailoring trade will be gone for ever. I shall also 
be very pleased to have the names and addresses of secretaries of Out-workin 

Societies, which may now be in existence, as it is most essential that we shoul 

be prepared to unite for concerted action in cases of emergency. To Jewish 
ministers and friends of the Jews, who are willing to give us any assistance in 
our efforts to protect the out-workers, I appeal for help, and last, but not least, 
I appeal to you, Sir, to give us the benefit of your powerful advocacy in this 
matter, feeling sure that your love of humanity, and your sense of Justice 
will induce you to help us to lift the Jews resident in England from serfdom to 


freedom,

The German and Portuguese 
communities here follow in the ritual of the latter. . ni 
is interred without any religious ceremony previous to or at the burial. The 
corpse is carried from the hearse to the Matahr house, the lid of the coffin 
nailed down, carried from there to the grave, and buried without one single 
prayer. The mourners return to the Matahr house, Kadish is said, a collection 
made for the poor, and there is an end to it. In the case of the male, the 
mourners walk seven times round the corpse reciting an appropriate prayer ; 
the corpse is then carried to the grave, but no further prayer is said untal the 
return to the Matabr house, whenthe same ceremony is repeated as with the 
female. Now, Sir, considering that we are all created by the same Heavenly Father, 
I think it not alone unjust but discreditable toa religion which makes such a 
distinction, and which is most decidedly galling to the feelings of the children 
of a mother whom they have always loved and respected. The people of 
Surinam may properly be called the “ Peculiar people,” and this form of inter- 
ment may probably be one of their peculiarities, for I cannot suppose that such 
an outrage on the feelings would lightly passed over by the enlightened 
Jews of England of the present day.

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WAS NATHAN ROTHSCHILD AT WATERLOO ? 
By LUCIEN WOLF.

rated by both friendly and unfriendly biographers alike. Mr. H. R. Fox Bourne 


adopts it in his favourable sketch of the great financier which appears in his 
‘* Romance of Trade.” 


The late Mr. Frederick Martin repeats it in his otherwise 
accurate “ History of Lloyds’ while Mr. John Reeves, in the elaborate panegyric 
of the Rothschild family, which he lately adapted (without acknowledgments) 
from the German, distances all competitors in the elaborate detail with which he 
dwells on the popular tradition. Mr. Reeves is not content with the old legend— 
the allegation that Nathan was, somehow or other, a spectator of the battle : 
that immediately afterwards he journeyed post-haste to Ostend whence he crossed 
te England in a fishing smack and, reaching London twenty-four hours before the 
oflicial despatches, netted « million sterling by the sugyestio faulsé of a French 
victory. He analyses the feelings of the astute capitalist on the fateful field, 
and hazards a guess at his associates and conversation :— 

“ Turning to the distinguished personages around him, among whom were 
to be seen Count Pozzo di Borgo, Baron Vincent, General Alava, Baron 
Miiffling and others of equal note, Nathan Mayer questioned eagerly and wist- 
fully all who cared to give him a hearing. The answers he received were 
discouraging, and but increased his fears, for all were too well aware that the 
struggle between two such remarkable commanders would be long and 
stubborn. . . . . With aringing cheer that told which side had won, the 
a forces rushed after their foes, whilst Nathan Mayer, his anxiety allayed 
and his spirits restored, spurred his horse back towards brussels. 

And then follows an account of his appearance on ‘change in Londen two 
days later, whispering to his friends that all wasup with Wellington. Ifow is it 
possible to doubt so realistic a story, especially as the author says in his preface 
that “he boldly and frankly claims for his work the meritof perfect and impartia! 
truthfulness and, in the words of Montaigne, le conscientiously asserts, with 
perhaps justifiable pride, (“est un licre de howne foy, lecteur 

I have already dealt with Mr. Reeves’s “ perfect and impartial truthfulness ” 
in another place—the St. James's Grazet(e to wit—and [have now to call attention 
to a revival of the Waterloo story in a@ work which has lately attracted a good 
deal of attention. I refer to the “Gossip of the Century.” The auttor thus 
describes Nathan Rothschild’s appearance on ‘change after his alleged return from 
Brussels :— 

“There he assumed an attitude of profound dejection with an air of medi- 

tative reserve, which seemed to repel all inquiries; a likely matter he would 

impart news sought by bis own mother-wit, and secured at so much. cost, 
personal labour and risk! No: all that the “City men” could discover to 
satisfy their eagerness for direct information nad to be learnt from the 
countenance and attitude of the shrewd and vigilant Israelite. The Stock 
Exchange was puzzled ; they watched and they scanned; they noted his utter 
inactivity in the matter of business, and they came: to the inevitable ‘conclusion 
that the English must have been defeated, that the irrepressible Buonaparte was 
rampant, and would infallibly sooner or later invade England. 


Stocks of all 
descriptions were thrown on the niarket, there was a general panic, thousands 


were ruined! Meantime, Baron Rothschild bad his agents all over the market, 
diligently buying up the stocks that others in their desperation were flinging 
away; while, as for him, he stood as one paralysed, avoiding any semblance of 
action either way, News, even financial news, travelled leisurely in those days, 
and there was plenty of time for this master of the money-making art to build 
up a fortune before the cry of victory resounded through the land ; and when it 


: Yet no one could 
implicate the Israelitish financier—not a word had he spoken; they chose to 


draw their own inferences, and could blame only their own want of shrewdness 


in not discovering the little game that had been played off on them by this 
negative manceuvre. 


This is now being quoted by all the reviewers. Mr. 'T. P. O'Connor in the 
Sunday Sun, for example, opines that it derives “a fresh and appropriate 
interest” from Baron Alphonse de Rothschild’s recent pronouncement on the Social 
Question, although not everyone will see the connection. . Surely itis high time 
that this stupid calumny was laid by the heels. 

For calumny it undoubtedly is. Look only at the probabilities. If Nathan 
Rothschild had been at Waterloo he must have been seen LN the distinguished Persons 
referred to by Mr. Reeves, and in this case a dozen men of unimpeachable honour 
could—and assuredly would—have “implicated the Israelitish financier” in the 
fraud which he is said to have set in motion two days later. They would not 
have failed to remember him, for a queerer sight than this portly and Gilpin-like 
figure mounted on a spirited charger would be diflicult to conceive. Moreover 
Nathan could not have been present with the staff except with official permission 
—consequently his reappearance in London under the circumstances detailed by 
the romancers would have rendered him liable to serious suspicions. 
It is a mistake to imagine that those were days in which the dissemination

Of the Frampoux disaster he gave a lurid: account and, among other 
libels intended to show that the Jews generally and the Rothschilds in particular 
had battened on the misfortunes of the patric, he invented the story of Nathan 
Rothschild’s presence at Waterloo. With this pamphlet in his pocket, he called 
on the late Baron James anid demanded 500 francs for its suppression. To 
his astonishment, he was ordered to quit the Baron's premises. He imme- 
diately broke down and declared that only his miserable poverty had driven him 
Touched by his reiterated 
appeals for help, and his solemn promise to mend his ways, Baron James 
presented him with 1,000 francs but refused to look at his manuscript. The 
effect of this gift was only to whet the appetite of the blackmailer who, soon 
after, demanded another thousand francs from the banker. This time, however, 
he got nothing except a summary ejection. The pamphlet consequently appeared, 
and was followed by several others of a like character, signed with 
“Banquier,” &c. They 
created considerable stir, and) Baron James found it necessary to reply to 
them.

He must, indeed, have been on his way to Dover on the very day that the battle was_ 


fought, while his arrival in Brussels must have coincided with the arrival of the 
news of the victory in England. The refutation is as overwhelming as the 
romance is circumstantial. . 

There remains a modified version of the Waterloo story which may be 
noticed here. I tind it in a little compilation entitled * Millionaires and how they 
become so” (1884) :— 


‘* Whether Baron Nathan sent Mr. Charles Fowler to Belgium, or whether 
that gentleman was there on other business, is not known, but it is beyond doubt 
that the first news of the battle of Waterloo was brought to England by Mr. 
Fowler who was an architect and who afterwards built Hungerford Market, 
and obtained the first prize for a design for New London Bridge. Mr, Fowler 
communicated the news to Baron Rothschild several hours before it was known 
to the British Government.” 


The authority for this statement isnknown to me, but its inaccuracy is easily 
deimonstrated. In the first place it is‘evident from the testimony of Baron James 
de Rothschild that Mr, Fowler could not have given Nathan Mayer the news in 
London. In the second place it has been ascertained that the news was brought 
to New Court—for it is quite true that the news did reach the firm befere it was 
known to the Government—by a messenger employed for the purpose. On this 
point the following passage from the Croker Papers is conclusive :— 

* The messenger employed to convey to the Rothschild’s in London the news 
of the victory of Waterloo was ordered to call upon the King of France (Louis 
XVIIL) at Brussels on the way. He did so, and then proceeded to the 
Rothschilds. After they had extracted from him all the information that he 

possessed, they sent him on to Lord Liverpool, the Prime Minister, in order that 
the Government might receive tidings of this great event. Lord Liverpool 
could make nothing out of the man, and after examining and cross-examining 
him for some time, he felt increasingly sceptical as to the authenticity of the 
news which he brought. He then sent for Mr. Croker and told him that the 
messenger had come from Waterloo with the tidings of victory, but that his 
story was confused, and it was therefore difficult to accept 1t as genuine. ‘here- 
upon Mr. Croker began to question the man with all his legal acumen, bat he 
succeeded no better than Lord Liverpool in making the narrative intelligible. 
When about to give it up in despair, as a last resource, and by a sudden impulse, 
Mr. Croker questioned the mossenger as to his interview with the French nt 
and he asked him how the king was dressed, ‘The messenger replied, ” his 
dressing-gown.” Mr. Croker then asked him what the king did and said to him, 

to which the messenger replied,“ His Majesty embraced me and kissed me L, 
Mr, Croker asked, “ How did the king kiss you?’ “On both cheeks, He ant 
the messenger ; upon which Mr. Croker emphatically exclaimed, My lord, 16 15 
true ; his news is genuine ;” and so in truth it proved. 


All that remains then of the wonderful story is that the news of the victory 
at Waterloo was first received at New Court, and that, as was the custom of the 
firm, it was immediately communicated to the Government. That Nathan 
Rothschild profited by the victory is, of course, exceedingly probable, seeing 
that he had steadily supported the Ministry throughout the war, and must have 
been a large holder of British stock, 
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LEON JOSEPH GORDON. 


The well-known Hebrew poet, Leon Joseph Gordon, died at St. Petersburg 
on the 17th September. The news 
all lovers of Hebrew literature: and in his death Russia jas lost one of her most 
gifted and conspicuous representatives. 

Already last year disquieting rumours were circniating. amongst. iis 
closest. friends, and the serious illness which overtook him in the anidst of bis 
recent journey across the frontier in sgarcl of health, tilled many with serious 
apprehension, Soon after his return to St. Petersburg, it became known that he 
was a victim to cancer. Always so vigilant and active, Gordon began to feel 
the loss of strength, and he admitted in the circle : 
was “ no longer an inhabitant of this world.” 

Leon Gordon was born at Wilna in 1838. His first education, as was 
customary in those days, was received at the Ched/ar. passing on from Melamed 

Melamed, It was, however, his good fortune to find a friend in one of 
his teachers, a great lover of Biblical Hebrew and a worshipper of Je 
oetry. Thanks partly to this circumstance, and chiefly to the intluence of his 
friendship with M. J. Loebson, the poet who died so young, a deep love for 
the sacred language developed in Gordon. | At the same tim

He 
evinced a great liking for general culture, and his personal exertions to a 
knowledge of secular literature anil modern languages were stimulated by his 
association with the most intelligent Jews of his time. Thus was laid the 
foundation of that wide erudition which during the whole of his life served 2 
complement to his vivid imagination and natura! talent. 

Leo Joseph Gordon's activity began atthe end of the tirties in-the capacity 
of school teacher. and shortly afterwards of inspector of a Jewish College in the 
Kovno district. The energy and perseverance with which he manaced the 
then uneasy task of a “ Government Jewish teacher,” soon attracted the attention 
of the Lducation Department. Gordon awas, besides, in those bye-corner 
only a simple teacher, but he was also a “ civiliser ” whose intluen spread far 
beyond the limits of the school. In both these positions industry, capacity 
and enthusiasm were abundantly displayed. 

In 1880 we see him in collaboration on the Vos/hed?. in which paper he 
managed the literary department. under the nom de pline of * Mevak! 


He also edited for several! years, in the eighties, the //ame/it:: and 
recently, in 1890-1, he collaborated in the Russian “ Ka: vclopedical Dicti

tionary. 

Gordon's first literary productions date back to his tioyish days, but his first 
promted composition was, if we mistake not, his poem, “The Love of David: and 
Michal.” He composed many other poems on themes taken from Jewish history : 
not less meritorious are the DOCS and satires foun led. on Jewish life. 
Next to these are his fables and minor poems which occupy such a conspicuous 
place in the complete edition of his works. Some of these poctis displ ereat 
depth of thought and beauty ef form. 

In the commencement of the seventies. Leo Gordon was invited to St. 
Petersburg to fll the responsilje and diflicult post of Secretary to the local Con 
gregation, and combined with this, he acted as Sccretary to the Society for the 
furtherance of Instruction. 

Gordon was also a frequent writer: in the jargon, and his “ Volkslieder.” and 
also novels and tales in that idiom enjoy. great popularity. 

We must not overlook his journalistic activity, Already in. Zou in L860, 
and, later, inv the Jewish Library and the Vosihod he wrote literary reviews, 
As examples of some of Ins larger productions in the Russian Janguage, are 


his paper On’ “ The History of Jewish Settlement ia St. Petersburg.” (Voshkhod, 


1881), based partially on data collected in the Russian record-oftice; the 
* Views of the Taimudists,” a well-known collection of papers edited by him, and 
his translation into Russian (jointly with 1. Gerstein) of the Five Books of 
Moses. A quantity of articles, for the most part unsigned or signed by a nom 
de plume, were publishel by bim the Ifanelitz, and other 
papers printed in Llebrew., 

The deceased was recently engaged on the translation of some Biblical 
books into the Russian language, the realisation of a work which, among other 
things, he considered as his task in life. 

The death of L. J. Gordon, in this time of intellectural impoverishment 
in Russia, is a specially heavy loss. Io him has descended into the grave one of 
the most prominent students of ancient Hebrew literature, who lad no equal 
amongst contemporary Hebrew poets and who will hardly be replaced in 
the future. Theinterestin this literatureis on the decline, new talent does not appear, 
and the deceased was perhaps right, when, in one of his poems, he exclaimed : 

I cannot help sighing, at the thought 

' That, perhaps [ am Zion’s last bard. 

In the death of Leon Gordon, Russian Judaism has sustained the loss of a 
most devoted and energetic worker who, with word and deed, served the best 
interests of his brethren, and by his literary activity and personal example 
encouraged others in the same sphere of duty to the Jewish cause. 


MEMORIAM. 


Writing for Hebraists in Hebrew the three words, ‘ Gordon is dead,” would 
suffice to shock everyone of them; anything added to this is, properly speaking, 
superfluous. For who knowing Hebrew is not acquainted with Gordon, has 
not been enchanted with his works, and did not give him the preference 
among all Hebrew poets of the present epoch? But writing for, a public, the 
Inajority of which does not know Hebrew, and wishing to make some impression 
on them, one must before all explain, what Leon Gordon was for Hebrew 
literature and of what importance he was to contemporary Judaism. 

Poor poets of Israel! The world does not know you, and amidst your own 
people you are understood and admired only by afew. Living, your voice is as 
a voice in the desert, and after death one must explain to the crowd who you were. 

For persons understanding Hebrew three words would suflice, but for those 
who do not know this language, this literature and this sphere of thought in 
general, [ doubt whether all my efforts will suflice to give them in these few 
lines an idea of the great and irreparable loss which tue Jewish literary world 
has sustained. 

The biographical details present little interest. Gordon was born in the year 
1838 in Wilna, received a very orthodox education, frequented the Che /uv, 
heard the lectures of the rabbis, and began, only in his seventeenth year, to learn 
other languages. He settled in Poniewiez, where he devoted himself to teaching, 
and in teaching others he did not neglect his own studies, In the year 185% he 
published Lai tient poetical work “ Ahawath David U’Mikhal ” (the love of David 
and Michal). Having quitted Poniewiez he becaine head-master of the Jewish 
School in Telsch. In the year 1859 his “* Mishl: Jehuda” (Fables of Jehuda) 
were published, and in the year 1869 his “Shiré Jehuda” (Poetry of Jehuda) 
appeared. In 1872 he was called to the post of Secretary of the Jewish Com.

And the 
historical shape may crumble, but the need will last, and the travail will go 
on; for men’s quest of redemption is but the eternal yielding of the clay 
in the hands of the potter, the eternal answer of the creature to the urging 
indwelling Creator.” These eloquent words of the gifted author of 
* David Gri+ve,” might well suggest the theme of many a Kippur sermon. 
Re ten pticn is what the grat Day of the Lorp offers to each soul that 
willingly ard unreservedly submits itself to its alternately chastening and in- 


sp ring infliences ; and in this offer of the most precious of all boons it pro- 


Mise; s>tis‘action for the one ivperious need of humanity. Rest—th's is 


what every man, though he be the wor'd's veriest slave, yearns for at times— 
rest even from his darling pursuits and pleasures—rest from the whip of his 
sordid self ; and it is given to him as a free gift on this Sabbath of Sabbaths.. 
He longs for a taste of thoee higher | joys which, with an only half-suspected 
tyranny, be voluntarily denies himself throughout the livelong year; he 
would, ifonly for awhile, breathe a purer and an ampler air, live for a brief 
space ‘‘ in the shadow of the Atmicnty,” be filled and uplifted by a sense of 
His nearness, and so be truly at one with Him ; and on this Day of 
Atonement, which like a Heavenly stairway leads the ch'ld of earth to the 
All-Father’s embrace, his desire is granted. 

And herein lies the secret of the Great Day's power. It appeals 
to no one set of opinicns, to no one school of thought. Those who 
would enter the gates of penitence which are flang wide open 
with the coming of the Fast, bave need of no Shibboleth for a pass- 
word. They enter, not as theologians, bat as men and women. The call 
they answer is made to their souls, not to their intellects. It is equally 
effective whether it reach ‘‘the ranter or the philosopber.” The East End 
Jew, with his vision of the Heavenly’ Assize that opens on. New Year's Day 
and closes for good or for evil at the final moment cf the Atone- 
ment Fast, does not respond more readily to the summons than his more 
cultured brother who cannot conceive of the Divine Tribunal ever retiring 
from the jadgment-seat, and in whom the dread inspired by the “ Solemn 
Season ” is but a dread of the accusing Voice within himself. There are those 
who think of Kippur as having possessed even in the most remote ages al} 
the high and deep significance with which it is invested to-day ; there are 
others whose studies have, as they believe, revealed to them a process of 
evolution from the lower to the higher, from the ritual to the spiritual, from 
the nations! to the personal, which bas. made the Day what it is—the moat 
sublime institution of the Jewish system. [Dut these two intellectua) 
extremes, wide asunder as they are, for the nonce tind themselves united 
They are{made at one with each other by the overmastering need—the need 
that transcends theology, and dwarfs to vanishing-point sectarian 
differences—of being at one with the Sapreme. On this day all Israel— 
divided as it is by a thousand causes—is truly united—united by the desire 
to give play to the higher self, by the common worship which gives effect to 
that desire. . 

It is because of this power of the Day to respond to the need which lies 
at the very root of humen nature that it stiil boasts an undiminished empire. 
Paradoxical as it may sound, it is none the less true that the Fast of Kippur 
retains, even in this materialistic age, its old sway less because of the 


specifically Jewish sentiments than of the humanity to which it makes its . 


appeal. Better, more self-sacrificing Israelites it unquestionably urges al! of 
us to be; but it is, equally undeniable that the segment of daty which it 
commends most successfully to tke conscience, is that which is 
enforced by the unwritten code the precepts of which are widened 
with the moral development of tie human race, If the Day of 
Atonement summoned only to a deeper veneration for Jewish law, it would 
find, it is true, myriads of answering hearts, but they would be fewer than 
those who now cry toit, “heream I.” It is its ethical appeal which, afterall, . 
makes it the force it ie, and furnishes the promise of its survival. For 
higher even than Jewish law’is the moral law, and to that supreme authority 
no man can, in the end, refuse allegiance. Views of Jewish daty will 


-yary with each generation, even as they vary with each individual in the gener- 


ation ; but ethical obligation remains for ever immutable, and there is none 
who can claim to be dispensed from its yoke. And thus it is that to-morrow 
the preacher will mainly insist in his homily upon that aspect of the Day's 
meaning in which it impinges upon character and conduct. If he inveighs 
against the neglect of the distinctive precepts of Judaism, it will be chiefly to 
emphasize the degradation in which that neglect involves the guilty soul, 
rather than the dangers with which it threatens the religion. The cvincidence 
of Kippur with the Sabbath will doub:less suggest to many a minister a 
better obserrance of the Day of Rest as an sppropriate theme for his 
discourse. But what the wise preacher will insist upon, is the moral and 
spiritual loss which must ever result from the habitual desecration of the 
ove day that may effectively sanctify this earthly life, the incalculable 
loss which they have to suffer who systematically starve thir better selves. 
This is the keynote of every successfnl Kippar sermon, The admonition 


succeeds because it is but an echo of the message of the Day itself, 


because going deeper than the mere externals of religion, which divide meu 
from one another, it touches the re‘igious sentiment which eterna!ly unites 
them. | 

And so, with its solemn call to Repentance, its sablime promise 
of recovered dignity and peace, the Day is destined to live, and 
to live with unabated vigour. For its mraning and its message a 
quite beyond the reach of Time's disintegrating fiager. The forms ! 
which the human mind clothes its religion may change from age so th 
even creeds may decay, and go the way of more earthly theories, Du 
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long as the race exists, so long must it feel those inner forces which urge 
it at times to seek Gon’s face, in the hope of enjoying the ecstasy 
of communion with Him, of changing the frown of the Jndge 
into the smile of the loving Farner. And this, when we come to analyse 
it, is at the foundation of every impulse which brings Israet together on 
the Atonement Day. There are noble spirits even now walking the earth 
who will go to meet their Gop to-night, animated by the purest and the 
most exalted motives. They are conscious of their failings, and in the 
sacred associations of the Day perceive a supreme opportunity for casting 
those failings from them, and for drawing a step nearer to the perfection 
which is their beautiful ideal. For them Yom Kippur will be no unmeaning, 
no barren observance. It will indeed prove a Ileavenly ordinance, helping 
them to tread their earthly way with yet higher courage, yet deeper humility, 
For them the glorious promise which forms the legend of the Day, “ In the 
sight of Gop ye shall be pare,” offers a priceless boon, infinitely transcending 
all the gifts of the worldly life,—a boon which they will strive by prayerful 
wrestling to make their own. May there be many such elect among those 
who throng the Synagogues to-night ! 

Bat what of those who csnnot. boast of motives so lofty— 
those who obey the summons of Kippur either in superstitions -fear 
or in soulless conformity t» long-standing usage? Are even these 
altogether dead to the higher inflaences of the sacred Fast? We may 
deplore their formalism, the lack of spiritual insight which prevents them 
from soaring to the height of the Day's great argument; but still in dim 
fashion they are feeling that inner call which the concer; tion of Atonement both 
postulates and emphasizes. They are haman—human alike in their needs 
and their foibles—and the universal ery for redemption which makes the 
whole word kin must make itself heard, though it be in mufiled tones, within 
their souls. And it is because they hear that cry, because feeble though it 


is, it will not be gainsaid, that the Atonement Day comes and gathers 
‘them for a few brief hours int» Gon’s fold. They may wander thither 


mechanica'ly with seemingly untouched hearts, and enjoy but the palest 
reflection of the rest which is offered to the weary ; but the soul has spoken 
none the less, and its speech has saved it from being for ever dumb. Fear 
or habit may be the motive that brings together half the multitudes that 
crowd the Synagogues on Wippur; pat it is a fear and a habit which attest 
the working of the Divine in the human soul, and which keep it from going 
down utterly to destraction. Yes, even to the slaves of the lower motives, 
is the saving power of the Day vouchsafed ; even of them does Gon’s 
voice cry, ** Redeem them, I have found a ransom.” Not in vain even for 
them does I\i)pur come and go: the mercy that has created it could not 
wax thus short. lor though with their lips they essay to draw near to the 
Highest, He, more pitiful to them than they are themselves, draws their 
hearts, if only a little way, towards Him, and they are saved—saved from 
their worst possibilities, from a continuous fall that knows no pause, from a 
life utterly shut ont from the light of Heaven. And so for saint and sinner 
alike, for the worldling and the godly, does the Day fulfil some, at least, of it 

gracious promise. It passes by none without leaving bebind it a blessing. 
which haply may linger, and tinge with radiance the coming year. 


BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


— 


In another part of this week's Jewish Chronicle appears the “ Proem” to 
Mr. Zangwill’s new novel, * Children of the Ghetto.” This reminds me that 
once before a section of a novel was printed in these columns; it was the club 
scene in “ Daniel Deronda,’ which was printed with the approval of author and 
publisher, The publication of this chapter excited great interest at the time. 
The club scene, as far as the Jewish interest is concerned, is perhaps the soul of 
the book. The chapter was soon afterwards translated into Hebrew, 


That George Eliot was well acquainted with certain aspects of Jewish history 
is fairly clear from her writings. But there is collateral evidence of an interest- 
ing kind which proves the same fact quite conclusively, I think. 


It will be remembered ‘hat Daniel Deronda went into a second-hand book- 
shop and bought a small volume for half-a-crown, thereby making the 
acquaintance of Ezra Cohen. I have lately had in my hands the identical book 
that George Eliot herself purchased. and which formed the basis of the incident, 
The book may now be seen in Dr. Williams’s Library, Gordon Square. 'The few 
words in which George Eliot dismisses the book in her novel would hardly lead 
one to gather how carefully and conscientiously she had read the volume. which 
has recently been translated into English by Dr. J, Clark Murray. : 


The book is Solomon Maimon’s Autobiography, which is a fascinating piece 
of self-revelation and of history. (An admirable account of it will be found on 
pp. 432, seq. of the fitth volume of Miss Lowy’s English Translation of @raetz’s 
‘History of the Jews.) Maimon, cynic and sceptic, was a man all head and no 

heart, but he was not without “character ” in one sense of the word. He forms 
a necessary link in the progress of modern Jews towards their newer culture. 
Schiller and Goethe admired him considerably, and as we shall soon see, George 


| Eliot was a careful student of his celebrated pages. Any reader who take 


—

book up, will hardly lay it down until he has finished the first part, at least, 


Several marginal and other notes in the copy of the Autobiography which 
belonged to George Eliot, are, I am convinced, in her own hand-writing, and | 
propose to print here some of her jottings, all of which are in pencil, but carefully 
written. Above the introduction, she writes: “ ‘This book might mislead many 
readers not acquainted with other parts of Jewish History. But for a worthy 
account (in brief) of Judaism and Rabbinism, see p. 150." This reference takes 
one to the fifteenth chapter of the autobiography. Indeed, George Eliot was right 
as to the misleading tendency of a good deal in Maimon’s “ wonderful bit of 
autobiography,’ as she terms the work on p. 255 of “Daniel Deronda.” She 
returns to the attack on p. 3) of her copy, where she has jotted: “See infra D. 
[30 et seq. for a better-informed view of Talmudic study.” 


How carefully George Eliot read! The pagination of 207 is wrongly printed 
as 160: she corrects it!’ She corrects Aimesi into “ Kimchi” on p, 48, Radasse 
inco “ R. Ashe” on p. 163, On p, 59 she writes: “ According to the Talmud no 
one 1s eternally damned.” Again (p. 2), tashi, Rabbi Shelomah ben Isaak, 
whom Buxtorf mistakenly called Jarchi.” On p. 140, Maimon begins: 
“ Accordingly I sought to explain all this in the following way,” to which George 
Eliot appends the note: “ But this is simply what the Kabbala teaches—not his 
own ingenious explanation.” 


[t is interesting to find George Eliot defending Judaism occasionally against 
Maimon, On p. 165 he talks of the “ abuse of Rabbinism in that the Rabbis 
tacked on new laws to old texts. “Its origin,’ says George Eliot’s pencilled 
jotting, “ was the need for freedom to modify laws "—a fine remark, On p. 173. 
where Maimon again talks of ths; rabbinical method of evolving all sorts of 
moral truths by the oddest exegesis, she writes, “.The method has been constantly 
pursued in various forms by Christian Teachers,” On p. 186 Maimon makes 
merry at the annulment of vows previous to the Day of Atonement. George 
Eliot writes: “ These are religious vows—not engagements between man and 
man. 

furthermore, she makes some translations of the titles of Hebrew books 
cited and enters a correction of an apparently erroneous statement of fact on 
p.. 215. There Maimon writes as though the Zohar was promulgated «/ter 
Sabbatai Zevi. George Eliot notes: “Sabbatai Zevi lived long after the 
production of the Zohar. He was a contemporary of Spinoza. Moses de Leon 

‘belonged to the I4th century.” This remark shows that George Eliot knew 
(iraetz’s History, for it is he who brought Spinoza and Sabbatai Zevi's names 
together in the heads of two chapters of his work. Besides, Graetz’s History 
was certainly in George Eliot’s library; it was among the Léwes books now at 
Dr. Williams's. Again on p., 265, Maimon speaks of the Jewish fast that falls 
in August. George Eliot jots‘on the margin: “July Fast of Ab.” 


Throughout her copy many passages are pencilled, and at the end of the 
the volume she gives an index of the parts that seem to have particularly 
interested her. This is her list :—

It is thus a_ pleasure indeed to find a fresh confirmation that 
George Eliot's favourable impression of Judaism was based on a very 
adequate acquaintance with its history. Sir Walter Scott’s knowledge of 
Judaism was, one cannot but-feel, far less intimate than George Eliot’s, but his 
poetic insight kept him marvellously straight in his appreciation of Jewish life 
and character. 


Two entirely new editions of Scott's novels will shortly appear. All the 
illustrations are to be original. Let fs hope that in one or other of the new 
editions the rea! Rebecca will be drawn. I have not yet seen her in print or on 
the stage, for admirable artiste as Miss McIntyre is she is not Rebecca. 


Talking of the real Rebecca, perhaps Mr. Andrew Lang who is to take 
charge of the “ Border edition,’ may be able to throw some light on Scott's 
strange reticence in the matter. If,as there is strong evidence to show, the 
original of the fair heroine of Ivanhoe was the American Jewess, Rebecca 
Gratz, why did Scott suppress the fact in his preface ? This omission, as I 
have argued once before, is all the more mysterious when one remembers how 
punctiliously Scott thanks the lady correspondent whose letter suggested “ The 
Heart of Midlothian.” Yet Scott’s obligation to Washington Irving who, as 
itseems, introduced Rebecca Gratz to Scott’s notice, was perhaps even greater 
than his debt to the lady whose note was the fvxs ct orige of Jeanie Deans, 


Both in England and in France the “ The Polish Jew” is now being 
revived. The authors of the drama, Erckmann and Chatrian, gave a fine 
tragic touch to the conventional treatment that has been meted out to the Jew 
in fiction and on the stage, ‘The Jew, who gives. the title to the piece, only 
comes on the scene for the purpose of being murdered. 


Jews sometimes protest somewhat too loudly against the offensiveness with 
which playwrights deal with them, But look at the way in which the Puritans 
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are again ridiculed: in “ Haddon Hall"! The Puritans. and all dissenters 
have suffered badly at the hands of authors whose humour can only run in con- 
ventional grooves, It is harder to invent a new comic element than to use one 
already authenticated by generations of applause, 

Some of the threads left loose by the death of Professor Graetz are being 
gathered up again. The Venatsschrift, or Monthly Magazine for Jewish History 
and Science, enjoyed a career of 3) years—a very long life indeed for a learned 
periodical which mainly appeals to specialists. Since the death of Graetz the 
Monatsschrift has ceased to appear. But it was not dead, it was resting. Now 
Dr. Braun and Professor Kaufmann are undertaking to re-issue it, and the y are 
worthy successors of the brilliant scholars who formerly guided its destinies 
May its future be as fortunate as its past! .I may add that the price of the 
swelve annual parts will be only nine marks.

Though he gained his fame as a historian, Graetz always wished to be 
regarded as a Biblical critic first, and a writer of history afterwards. The first 
instalment of the work that will definitely settle this question has now appeared 
under the title which [ have given in the foregoing note. At one time it was 
rather the way to treat Graetz asa Biblical critic pour rire. Buta new tone 
has come into fashion, at least in England. He is cited in the list of 
authorities in the new Oxford Hebrew Lexicon, and is often quoted with respect 
by Professor Cheyne in his Origin ef the Psalter, Graetz possessed that courage 
and daring which are essential ingredients of true genius. 


I opened this first part of Professor Graetz’s posthumous work with some 
trepidation. Had the great historian done anything to detract from his reputa- 
tion ? Had the king thrown away his crown with his own hands ’ Shakespeare's

But when one cuts the leaves he is quite reassured. [mendations there are in 
large number, but two points may be noted about them. In the first place, the 
text printed is the Wassorctic tert and the suggested alterations are in the foot:

but are the readings of the ancient versions. It must be admitted that the num- 
ber of suggested changes is very large, but some of them have already been 
accepted by critics (for not all the suggestions are new) and some of the others 
are very brilliant. [ven if only a fraction are generally adopted, Graetz will 
have effected much ; and though it is easy to be captious, it is right to be just. 
even if it be hard, .Graetz devoted many years to the work, and one ought at 
least not to judge the result without cutting the leaves.: In fact, every one 
of the suggested emendations and transpositions will need to be treated on its 
individual. merits. Graetz’s last work displays an extraordinary grip of the 
whole prophetical literature,

REMINISCENCES OF DEUTSCH. 
Mrs. Andrew Crosse in this months TZemple -Bar refers under 


“Old Memories Interviewed” to Deutsch’s famous article on the Talmud 
published in the Qvarter/y. The writer of this article, she observes, 
was Emanuel Deutsch, a name much respected by all Orientalists. He 
had come to England in 1855 at the invitation of Panizzi, who required the 
services of a Hebrew scholar at the British Museum, I had on several occasions 
the pleasure of meeting this remarkable man, who, alas, died too early for the 
full accomplishment of ‘his life’s work. On first acquaintance his Jearning was 
almost concealed by his modesty, but to congenial listeners he opened out 
revealing unconsciously the rare treasures of unfamiliar erudition that he had 
made his own in the study of antiquity. It was strange and startling to have 
brought before one the fact that in writings, which were practically @ sealed 
book to us, were to be found as Emanuel Deutsch said ‘some of the sublimest 
ethical dicta known in the history of religious philosophy.’ | 

Moreover, it is curious to note that the modern ideas, so vaunted as the 
outcome of our own time, are after all nothing more than new fangled vestures 
clothing the same organic body, the self-same indwelling spirit that wrestled 
with truth in remote ages, and in other climes. May it not be, as Renan says, 
that ‘wearied with repeated bankruptcies of Liberalism, the world may yet 
become Jewish and Christian !’ | 

It seems impossible for a western intellect to be strongly tinctured with 
Oriental learning without taking on a certain likeness to the teachers at the 
game time falling under the glamour of their fanciful and complex modes of 
thought. Deutsch speaks of the ‘grown up children of the Orient,’ who in 
their severest studies find playthings for wisdom’s self in weird tales, fairy 
legends, and festal songs. And he was himself one of these children—ot 
imagination all compact ! 

Once I had the opportunity of seeing how easily he could throw aside the 
gravity of the student for the sake of amusing others. Our friend, Miss Durant, 
hai bidden my boys and myself to a children’s party at her house in the 
Christmas time. We had exhausted the usual games of forfeits and prizes and 

urnt our fingers over snap-dragon, when at length the mirth slackening some- 

what, Dr. Deutsch, who was one of the guests, offered to give for our entertain- 
ment the representation of a summer storm, ‘The only apparatus required was 
a towel and a tin tray ; the towel was bound round his head leaving only part 
of the forehead visible just above the eyes, the tray was on his knees under the 
table. The storm-mohger in afew words told us of a wide heath in glorious 
sunshine, when in the still warm air he could hear ‘the slender clarion of the 
unseen midge.’ Then a storm gathers in the west and suddenly the sky 1s 
hidden by clouds and icy rain-drops faliand low. mutterings of thunder are 
heard in the distance. Here the performance began and his spoken words 
ceased. How he pictured the storm by quivering eyelids, by the quick pattering 
sound of the raindrops, and the dissonant rolling thunder is more than I can 
ell, but this I knew that he so impelled the workings of my imagination that | 
seemed to feel the chill and shiver of the storm,’

PROEM, 

Nor hi re in our London Ghetto the Ales and gaberdines if the olden (rhetto 
of the Eternal City; yet no lack of signs external by which one may 
know it and those that dwell therein. Its 
specialty of architecture ; its dirt is not picturesque, It 

for the high-buskined tragedy of and 
only for the obscurer, deeper tragedy that evolves from the pressure of 
its. own inward forces, and the long-drawn-out trayi-comedy of soraid 
and shifty poverty. Natheless, this London Ghetto of curs is a region 
where, amid uncleanness and s iu lor, the rose of romance blows yet 4 
little longer inthe rawair of Englishreality ; a world which hides beneath 
Its stony and unlovely surface an inner world of dreams, fantastic and 
por tic as the nirage oft the Onrent where they were woven, oft supersti- 
tions grotesque as the cathedral gargoyles of the Dark Ages in which 
they had birth. And over all lie tenderly some streaks of celestial light 
shining from the face of the great Lawgiver. 

The folks who compose our pictures are ‘hildren of the (y,hetto, 
Their faults are bred of its hovering miasma of persecution, their 
virtues straitened andintensified by the narrowness of its horizon. And 
they who have won their way beyond its boundaries must still play their 
parts in tragedies and comedies—tragedtes of spiritual struggle, comedies 
of material ambition—which are the aftermath of tts centuries of domi- 
nance, the sequel of that long cruel night in Jewry which coincides with 
the Christian Era. If they are not the Children they are at least the 
Grandchildren of the Ghetto. } 

Ube particular Ghetto, that is the dark background upon which our pictures 
will be cast, is of voluntary formation. 

People who have been living ina Ghetto fora couple of centuries are not 
able to step outside mere!) because the yates are thrown down, nor to efface the 
brands on their souls by putting off the yellow badges. The isolation imposed 
from without will have come to seem the law of their being. But a minority 
will pass, by units, into the larger, freer, stranger hfe amid the execrations of 
an ever-dwindling majority. For better or for worse, or for both, the Ghetto 
will be gradually abandoned, till at last 1t becomes only a. swarming-place for 
the poor and the ignorant, huddling together for social warmth. Sach peopie 
are their own Grhetto gates ; when they migrate they carry them across the sea 
Into the heart of Kast London there poured from 
Russia, from Poland: from Germany, from Holland, streams. of Jewish exiles, 
refuges s. settiers, few iS well-to-do as the Jew at the proverb, but all rich 1h 
their cheerfulness, their industry, and their cleverness. The majority bore 
with them nothing but their phylacteries and praying shawls, anda good-natured 
contempt for Christians and Christianity. For the Jew has-rarely been em- 
bittered by persecution. He knows that he is in Golwth, in exile, and that the 
days of the Messiah are not yet, and he looks Wpyotl the persecutor merely as the 
stupid instrument of an all-wise Providence. So that these poor Jews were rich 
in all the virtues, devout yet tolerant, and strong in their rehance on Faith, 
Hope, and more especially Charity. 

In the early days of the nineteenth century all Israel were brethren. Even 
the pioneer colony of wealthy Sephardim, descendants of the Spanish erypto- 
Jews who had reached England vid Holland, had moditied its boycott of the 
poor Ashkenazic immigrants, now they were become an overwhelming majority. 
‘There was a superior stratum of Anglo-German Jews who had had timeto get on, 
but all the Ashkenazic tribes lived very much like a happy family, the poor not 
stand-oftish towards the rich, but anxious to afford them Opportunities for 
well-doing. The Schneorrer felt no talse shaine in his begging: | 
rich man’s duty to give him unleavened bread on Passover, and coals in the 
winter, and odd halt-crowns atall seasons: and he regarded himself as the 
Jacob's ladder by which the rich man mounted to Paradise. But; lke all 
genuine philanthropists, he did not look for gratitude, Ile felt that virtue was 
its own reward, especially when he sat in Sabbath vesture at the head of his 
table on Friday nights, and thanked God in an operatic aria for the white cotton 
tablecloth and the fried sprats. He sought personal interviews with the most 
majestic magnates, and had humorous repartees for their lumbering censure. 

As for the rich, they gave charity unscrupulously—in the same Oriental, un- 
scientific, informal spint in which the Dayanim, those cadis of the Fast End, ad- 
ministered justice, The Zak if, or man of substance, was as accustomed to the palm 
of the mendicant outside the Great Synagogue as to the rattling pyx within. They 
lived in Bury Street. and Prescott Street, and Finsbury—these aristocrats of the 

Ghetto—in Mansions that are now but congeries of “ apartments.” Few rela- 

tions had they with Belgravia, but many with Petticoat Lane and the Great 

Shool. the stately old editice which has always been illuminated by candles, and 

still refuses a!l modern light. The Spanish Jews hada more ancient “Snogu,” but 

it was within a stone’s throw of the * Duke's Place” edifice. Decorum was not 

a feature of synagogue worship in those days, nor was the Almighty yet con- 

ceived as the holder of formal receptions once a week. Worshippers did not 

pray with bated breath, as if afraid that the Deity would overhear them. They 
were at ease in Zion. They passed the snuit-boxes and remarks about the 
weather. The opportunities of skipping afforded by a too exuberant liturgy 
promoted conversation, and even stocks were discussed in the terrible RTM Urs 
induced by the meaningless ministerial repetition of prayers already said by 
the congregation. or by the official recitations of ®italogues of purchased bene- 
dictions. Sometimes, of course, this announcement of the offertory was 
interesting, especially when there was sensational competition, The great 
people bade in guineas for the privilege of rolling up the Seroll of the Law, 
or drawing the Curtain of the Ark, or saying particular Kaddish 1€ they were 
mourners, and then thrills of reverence went round the congregation, The 
social hierarchy was to some extent graduated by synagogal contributions, and 
whoever could afford only a little offering had 1t announced as a “gift” 

—a vague term which might equally be the covering of a reticent muni- 

ficence, 

Very few persons, “called up” to the reading of the Law, escaped at 
the cost they had intended, for one is easily led on by an insinuative oficial! 
incapable ot taking low views of the donor's generosity and a little deaf. The 
moment prior to the declaration of the amount was quite exciting for the 
audience, On Sabbaths and Festivals the authorities could not write down 
these sums, for writing is work,and work is forbidden ; even to write them in the 
book and volume of their brain would have been to charge their memortes wit 
an illegitimate if not an impossible burden. Parchment bookson a ary 
system, with holes inthe pages, and laces to go through the holes, —— hom 
problem of book-keeping without pen and ink.

His automatic amens resounded magnificently through the synagon"™ 
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stimulus anda rebuke. It was probably asa concession to him that poor men, 
who were neither seatholders nor wearers of chimney-pot hats, were penned within 
an iron enclosure near the door of the building, and ranged on backless benches, 
and it says much for the authority of the Shammas that not even the Schnorrer 
contested it. Prayers were shouted rapidly by the congregation, and elabo- 
rately sung by the Chazan. The minister was rox et pre’erea nihil. He was the 
only musical instrument permitted, and on him devolved the whole onus of 
making the service attractive. He succeeded. He was helped by che sociability 
of the gathering, for the synagogue was virtually a Jewish club, the focus of 
the sectarian life. 

Hard times and bitter had some of the fathers of the Ghetto. but they ate 
their dry bread with the salt of humour, loved their wives, and praised God for 
His mercies. Unwitting of the wenealogies that would be found for them by 
their prosperous grand-children, “old clo’ men plied their trade in ambitious 
content. They were meek and timorous outside the Ghetto, walking warily for 
fear of the Christian. Sutferance was still the badge of all their tribe. Yet 
that there were Jews who held their heads hig let the following legend of 
Dutch Sam tell. 

But it is given to few men t» marry their daughters to champion boxers : 
and as Datch Sam was not a Don Quixote, the average pedlar or huckster never 
enjoyed the luxury of prancing gait and cock-a-hoop business cry. The primitive 
fathers of the Ghetto might have borne themselves more jauntily had they foreseen 
thatthey were to be the ancestors of Mayorsand Aldermen descended from Cas- 
tilian hidalgos and Polish kings, and thatan unborn historian would conclude that 
the Ghetto of their day was peopled by princes in disguise. They would have 
been as surprised to iearn who they were as to be informed that they were 
orthodox. The great Reform split did not occur till well on towards the middle 
of the century, and the Jews of those days were unable to conceive that a man 
could be a Jew without eating kox’-r meat, and they would have looked upon 
the modern distinctions between racial and religious Jews as the sophistries of the 
convert or the missionary. If their religious life converged to the Great Shool, their 
social life focussed on Petticoat Lane, a long, narrow ‘thoroughfare which, as 
late as Strype’s day, was lined with beautiful trees ; vastly more pleasant they 
must have been than the faded barrows and beggars of after days. The Lane 
~ such was its affectionate sobriquet—was the stronghold of hard-shell Judaism, 
the Alsatia of “ infidelity,” into which no missionary dared to set foot, especially 
no apostate apostle. Even in modern days the new-fangled Jewish minister of 
the fashionable suburb, rigged out like the Christian clergyman, has 
been mistaken for a Meshu mid. and pelted with gratuitous vegetables 
and eleemosynary eggs. The Lane was always the great market- 
place, and every insalubrious street and alley abutting on it was covered with 
the overflowings of its commerce and its mud. Wentworth Street and Goulston 
Street were the chief branches, and in festival times the latter was a pande- 
monium of caged poultry, clucking and quackiog, and cackling and screaming. 
Fowlsand geese and ducks were boughtalive and taken to have their throatscut for 
a fee by the official slaughterer. At Purim,a gaiety,as vi the Roman carnival, 
enlivened the swampy Wentworth Street,and broughta smile into the unwashed 
face of the pavement. The confectioners’ shops, crammed with “stuffed 
monkeys ‘and “ bolas,’ were besieged by hilarious crowds of handsome girls and 
their young men, fat women and their children, all washing down the luscious 
spicy compounds with cups of chocolate ; temporarily erected swinging cradles 
bore a vociferous many-coloured burden to the skies ; cardboard noses, gro- 
tesque in their departure from truth, abounded. The Purim Spic/, or Purim 
play, never took root in England, nor was Haman ever burnt in the streets, but 

Shalachmonos, or gifts of the season, passed between friend and friend, and 
masquerading parties burst into neighbours’ houses. But the Lane was lively 
enough on the ordinary Friday and Sunday. The famous Sunday Fair was an 
event of metropolitan importance, and hither came buyers of every sect. The 
Friday Fair was more local, and confined mainly to edibles. The ante festival 
fair combined something of the other two, for Jews desired tosport new hats and 
clothes for the holidays as well as to eat extra luxuries, and took the opportunity 
of a weil-marked epoch to invest in new everythings, from oil-cloths to cups and 
saucers. Especially was this so at Passover, when for a week the poorest Jew 
must use a supplementary set of crockery and kitchen utensils. A babel of 
sounds,audible for several streets around, denoted market-day in. Petticoat 
Laine, and the pivements were blocked by serried crowds going both ways at 
once. 

It was only gradually that the community was Anglicized. Under the 
sway of centrifugal impulses, the wealthier members began to form new colonies 
moulting their old feathers and replacing them by finer, and flying ever further 
trom the centre. Men of organizing ability founded unrivalied philanthropic 
and educational institutions on British lines ; millionaires fought for municipal 
and political emancipation; brokers brazenly foisted themselves on “ Change ” : 
ministers gave sermons in bad English; an English journal was started; very 
slowly the conventional Anglican tradition was established ; and on that human 
palimpsest which has borne the inscriptions of all languages and all epochs, was 
writ large the sign-manual of England. Juda prostrated itself before the 
Dagon of its hereditary foe, the Philistine, and respectability crept on to freeze 
the blood of the Orient with its frigid finger, and to blur the vivid tints of the 
hast into the uniform gray of English middle-class life. In the period within 
which our story moves, only vestiges of the old gaiety and brotherhood 
remained ; the tull «/-fresco flavour was evaporated. 

And to-day they are all dead—the Zukcefim with big hearts and bigger 
purses, and the humorous Schnorrers, who accepted their gold, and the cheerful 
pious pedlars who rose from one extreme to the other building up fabulous 
tortunes in marvellous ways. The young mothers, who suckled their babes in 
the sun, have passed outof the sunshine ; yea, and the babes, too, have gone down 
with gray heads to the dust. Dead are the fair fat women, with tender hearts, 
who waddled benignantly through life, ever ready to shed the sympathetic tear, 
best of wives, aud cooks, and mothers; dead are the bald, ruddy old men, who 
ambled about in faded carp:t slippers, and passed the snutf-box of peace ; dead 
are the stout-hearted youths who sailed away to Tom Tiddler's ground and 
dead are the buxom maidens they led under the wedding canopy when they 
returned. Even Dr, Sequira, pompous in white stockings, Physician Extraor- 

dinary to the Prince Regent of Portugal, lies vanquished by his life-long

The restless, bustling crowds that jostled laughingly in Rag Fair are at rest in 
the “ House of Life”; the pageant of their strenuous generation is vanished 
asadream. They died with the declaration of God's unity on their stiffenin 
lips, and the certainty of resurrection in their pulseless hearts, and a faded 
Hebrew inscription on a tomb or an unread entry on a synagogue brass is their 
only record. And yet, perhaps their generation is not alldust. Perchance, 
here and there, some decrepit centenarian rubs his purblind eyes with the 
ointment of memory, and sees these pictures of the past, hallowed by the 
consecration of time, and finds his shrivelled cheek wet with the pathos 
sanctifying the joys that have been. 


DR. SALOMON NEUMANN. 


‘FROM OUR BERLIN CORRESPONDENT. | 


Sanititsrath Dr. Salomon Neumann celebrated very quietly, on Tuesday, 
September 13th, his Jubilee as a doctor of fifty years’ standing. He deserves, 
however, that this anniversary should not be unnoticed, for he has always 
worked indefatigably in the interests of all, and especially of Judaism. As 
representative ot the Alliance Israclite in Berlin, he furthered the aims of that 
excellent. union, and was a great help to the institution. And when in 1&3 
(german newspapers spread a false report which Cremieux was supposed to 
have uttered on the formation of the Alliance Isra¢lite, namely that “* [ts aim 
was, that the wealth of the world should belong exclusively to the Jews,” it 
was Dr. Neumann who discovered this fraud, and proved its baselesness in a 
pamphlet entitled * The Latest Lie concerning the Alliance Isravlite, a specimen 
of Anti-Semitie morals.”” Whenever it was a question of doing good, benefiting, 
founding, or supporting charitable institutions, Dr. Nenmann was always to the 
fore. Already as a student he had the thought to mak2 it a possibihty for poor 
Jewish students to obtain scholarships,and in 1841 he, with some colleagues, founded 
the Society for Assisting Jewish Students, which has done exceptionally good 
work and become one of the most important Jewish charitable institutions nere, 
When last year the Institution celebrated its Jubilee, Dr. Neumann wrote an 
excellent brochure about it, and as a token of gratitude he was elected an 
honorary member. 

Dr. Salmon Neumann studied in Berlin, but took hisdegree at the University 
of Halle, 1842. In 1845 he established himself in Berlin, and commenced to 
practise. He soon became widely known by his endeavours to improve the 
arrangements for Public Health. Asa result of these endeavours and enquiries 
he published in 1847 a pamphlet, “The Superintendence of the Public Health 
and Cleanliness,’ and when later he was appointed member of the County 
Council, he was energetic in executing his: ideas in Berlin, and helped to 
establish many institutions for the labouring classes. He has especially dis- 
tinguished himself in compiling statistics, and the many pamphlets, which he 
has written, testify how assiduously he has laboured, and what importance he 
attaches to the welfare of the poor. : 

Dr. S. Neumann, who is in his seventy-third year, enjoys vigorous health, 
and can Jook back with satisfaction on the accomplished work of an unceasing 
activity of fifty years. May he be spared for still many years to work in a 
like manner, for the welfare of his fellow-men, and for the honour of his 
preligionists, 


HIGHER EDUCATION IN FRA‘CE,

In recent times anti-Semitism has in one way or another made itself heard 
a great deal. But everything comes to an end in this world, where even the 
finest does not last long ; all the more reason therefore should those things have 
an end which are neither useful nor ornamental. The best proof that anti- 
Semitism was nothing more than a fire of straw, casting a lurid light but of 
ephemeral duration,is what is happening both here and in the provinces. To cite 
but twu examples, which are particularly appropriate at this moment when the 
Schools are being re-opened after the summer vacation, let me describe to your 
readers two educational institutions, one in Paris, the other at Melun, both of 
them destined to last and to prosper. Our coreligionists abroad are often per- 
plexed where in France they shall place their children; hence the information I 
am about to give may prove useful. | 

The town of Melun, the seat during the Middle Ages of a celebrated 
Jewish community rendered illustrious by numerous Tossephists, has to-day for 
its Synagogue only the Oratory in the House of Detention, where services are 
held every Saturday, and for congregation an extremely limited number of 
Jews. Nevertheless the Municipality of the town, animated by a sincere spirit 
of liberalism, has founded a College, of vast and elegant construction and with 
internal arrangements that might well serve as models, where the terms for 
boarders are lower than at other schools. There our young coreligionists may 
find, at the very gates almost of Paris and within a few minutes froin 
Fontainebleau, spiritual und material nourishment in conformity with the 
ancient traditions of Judaism, and illustrious teachers of well known tolerance and 
incontestable ability. 

The School situated in Paris, about which I wrote some years ago, 18 the 
Ecole Monge. It has lately successfully passed through a financial crisis, which 
threatened to overwhelm it. But this crisis, like the inundations of the Nile, has 
fertilized the seeds which bold innovators planted on soil ready to make them 
fructify. 

~The Ecole Monge, governed by a Council freely chosen from among the most 
illustrious men in Paris and numbering several Jews, has gained many suc- 


cesses, which are a sure guarantee of what it is capable to teaca young people. 


In this school Jewish youths receive religious instructioa from one of our Rabbis 
and a thorough education in letters, science and gymnastics, which is given on a 


‘system that even the University has adopted. The Ecole Monge, frequented by 


children belonging to the best Society in Paris, is perhaps not ne » 
moderate purses, but parents who are able to make sacrifices will be Mahone y 
unhoped-for results, and especially by a knowledge of the science of life probabls 
more difticult to learn than other sciences, and acquired by their children in 
the School, with -all that contributes to make the man of the world and the 
savant.

AT PRAYERS WITH THE FOREIGN Poor. 


[#ROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


During the past few years the Russian Jew has formed the subject of 
numerous articles in the Press: he has been the theme of many a speech, while 
he has served as a text for many a sermon both in Synagogue and Church, and 
the dire persecution to which he is subjected has served to point niany a moral 
and adorn many a tale. Oppressed, reviled and cruelly treated on all sides in the land 
of his birth, he has sought to find fresh outlets for his energies in other countries, 
but prejudice, which dies so hard, seems to dog his footsteps so that even in happy 
England, the cry of = pauper-alien” meets him on his arrival at these hitherto 
hospitable shores. His woe-begotten and pitiful appearance, instead of calling 
forth sympathy, only adds to the prejudice which tollows him frem cradle to 
the grave, so that he has now become “an astonishment, a proverb and a 
by-word among all nations.” | 

It is not proposed to discuss here the virtues and faults of the “ pauper- 
alien.” It has been truthfully said that the Polish Jew represents to some extent 
the concentrated essence of Jewish virtue and Jewish vice. Are we English 
Jews—happy in the possession of religious freedom and political liberty—doing 
our utmost to help to raise the moral and religious tone of the poor foreign 
immigrant? On this point, it is agreed that English Jews have a clear conscience, 
and the action of the United Synagogue in providing extensive free accommoda- 
tion for the poor during the High Festivals may be cited as one of the 
many instances of the care which is taken to admit of the poor carrying out their 
religious devotions. These Free Services for the poor are by no means a new 
institution. ‘They were carried out, although on a much smaller scale, by the 
authorities of the Great Synagogue, prjor to the Union of Synagogues, But 
with the growth of the community, especially the poorest class, the Services have 
been multiplied in order to meet the pressing. wants which now exist. From 
time to time, since the formation of the United Synagogue, the Free Services 
have been increased, and on the past Holidays the following programme was 
carried out. There were Services for men at the Jews’ Free School, Beaumont 
Hall and Westminster Jews’ Free School, for men and women at Stepney Meet- 
ing Hall, and for women exclusively at the Jews’ Infant School. Many thousands 
of worshippers attended these institutions, who, but for the accommodation 
afforded, would have been entirely without public religious service on the most 
solemn occasions in. the Jewish calendar, or would have become a prey to the 
“ schule-monger.” 

One word respecting these purveyors of prayers may not be out of place. 
It is doubtful whether in any. religious community in the world the scandal of a 
Religious Service being “ run” for the purpose of private giin can be found 
except among certain colonies of foreign Jews.. The East of London. presents 
at this particular season nothing short of a communal scandal. Flaming placards 
announce the engagement of “ guten Baal Tetillabs,”’ and the hiring of all 
sorts and conditions of rooms (situated in the most unsanitary surroundings) for 
the purposes of Divine Worship, where admission can be obtained by payment 
only, and the money finds its way into the pocket of the Schu/e speculator. The 
United Synagogue has been successful in breaking up the trade of st//e chasnos, 
and its action in the matter of providing Free Services for the poor will 
doubtless destroy the Schu/e speculator, by whom ‘these Free Services 
are strongly resented. The United Synagogue is charged with “ poaching ” upon 
private domains, and (strange as it may appear) an application was actually 


made to them last. year for compensation by a syndicate who had “run” a. 


synagogue and who found their seats tenantless. in consequence of the aetion of 
the United Synagogue in providing Free Services. The claim for compensation 
was, of course, not recognised. The ** sclule-monger ” knows well the ardent desire of 
the poor to attend Divine Worship at this season of the year. Their religious 
susceptibilities or religious fanaticism, call it how you will, are played upon or 
pandered to, so that many an East End Bethel is but a counterpart of the scene 
in the Chevra in Poland so graphically pourtrayed by Mr. Hall Caine in his recent 
rematkable letters. 

There is one point in connection with the Free Services to which attention 
should be directed and that is the comparatively small attendance of women. 
While the men come in crowds, the women are conspicuous by their small 
numbers. Some excuse may be made for the married woman, who has to look 
after a family of young children and who waits at home—in true old orthodox 
fashion—in order to have breakfast ready for her good man when he returns 
from his devotions. But where are the thousands of young women and girls on 
these Holidays ? One cannot help reflecting that this entire absence, or avoidance 
of attendance of females at Public Worship bodes ill for the future of Judaism. 
Is the Synagogue Service so cold that it repels rather than attracts them? Is 
the old idea of thrusting them in galleries, hiding them behind sereens so that 
their faces may not be seen nor their voices heard in praise and thanksgiving to 
their Maker, responsible for their disinclination to attend Publie- Worship ? Hes their 
isolation from all religious offices in the Synagogue divorced them from its 
ape ? Certainly, the synagogue knows them not. It isa truism that home- 
ife depends upon the character of its women. How true is it also that if you 
educate a man you but educate an individual, but if you educate a woman you 
educate a whole family. ; 

The attendance of male worshippers at the Free Services was in point of 
numbers all that could have been desired. They were thoroughly devout 
and orderly and listened with close attention to the words of the preachers. On 
the whole they presented a cleanly appearance, but their faces, in numerous 
instances, told the tale of intense suffering and want. How one’s heart went 
out to them as one thought of their miserable lives and the persecution they had 
endured for religion's sake ! How one lunged for Divine Grace and strength of 
will to render succour to the poor outcast ! To whomsoever one addressed a few 
questions—to the old or the young, the sick or the hale—by each and all the same 
sad tale of woe was told, bringing home to one’s mind the immortal saying of 
Zunz : “If there are ranks in suffering Israel takes precedence of all the nations 
—if the duration of sorrows and the patience with which they are borne ennoble, 
the Jews are among the aristocracy of every land—if a literature is called 
rich in the possession of a few classic tragedies, what shall we say to a National 
sragedy lasting for 1,500 years in which the poets and the actors were also the 

eroes 

Many of the Honorary Officers of the United Synagogue took personal 
trouble in seeing that the arrangements for the proper carrying out of the Free 
Services were effected. Among the many difficulties which had to be over- 
come was the finding of suitable Halls, forcing one to the conclusion that a large 
Central Hall is a necessity in order to solve the Jewish Eastern Question. The 
uses to which such a Hall could be put are unbounded. The arrangements at 
Beaumont Hall and Stepney Meeting Hall were made by Messrs. Noah Davis and 
Maurice Hart, in conjunction with Mr. Philip Ornstien, the Secretary of the 
United Synagogue. Mr. Alfred L. Cohen personally superintended the arrange- 


ments at the Jews’ Free School, Mr. Leonard L. Cohen those at the Westminster 
Jews’ Free School, and Mr. N. Keizer at the Jews’ Infant School. These gentlemen 
attended at some of the Services and there were also present Lord Rothschild, 
Mr. Benjamin L. Cohen, M.P., and many other gentlemen, Great credit is due 
to the persons who officiated. and the gratuitous and arduous labours performed 
by the Rev. B. Schewzik, of Ramsgate, deserve mention and

THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


MEETING AT RAMSGATE. 


On Friday last a public meeting was held at St. George's Hall, Ramagate, 
to express sympathy with the persecuted Jews in Russia. The Mayor 
(Alderman W. P, BLacknurn) presided; his Worship being supported by the 
tollowing local gentlemen :—Revs, J. B. Whiting, G. 8S. Bowes, C. L. Willams, 
and G. Simmers (Church of England), Rey. J. Benson Evans (Congregationalist ,, 
Rev. W. Greenwood (Wesleyan Methodist), Revs. W.. Wall and T. Hancocks 
(Baptist), Rev. J. Bailey (Primitive Methodist) Rev. H. Grellier, and a large 
number of prominent laymen of the district. Letters of apology for absence 
were read from the Bishop of Dover (Dr. Eden), Sir William Alexander. Bart., 
Capt. L. W. Vaile (ex-Mayor of Ramsgate), Rev. W. F. Tracey (who enclosed 
a cheque for the relief fund), Mr. K. W. Wilkie, J.P., and others, The meeting 
commenced with prayer, followed by a bref sympathetic speech from the 
Mavor, who said that with the sanction and apparent approval of the Czar, the 
Jews in Russia were treated as though they were worse than lepers. 

The Rev. J. B. Wurrinc moved the first resolution :—" That the incessant 
and legalised oppression of the Jews by the Government of ‘Russia is a matter 
of profound regret to all Cliristians: and this meeting desires to express its 
deep sympathy with those who are suffering the loss ot homes, of life, and of 
liberty, under the operation of these cruel and unjust edicts.’ He observed 
that their Jewish friends in Ramsgate had not been asked to take part in the 
meeting, it being felt that the Christians of their town ought, as Christians, to 
publicly express their abhorrence of the cruelties which were being practised 
upon (rod’s chosen people.—( Applause.) Any genera! statements about their 
indignation at these cruelties would be almost out of place; the whole of the 
audience had the same intense love and sympathy and reverence for the Jews, 
who were the great withesses of the truth of Holy Scripture. He warmly 
commended the resolution to their support. 

The Rey. J. BENSON Evans, in seconding, said Englishmen could not fail 
to feel sympathy for those who were suffering for the sake of. religious 
convictions. The Jews in Russia were doubly saddled with taxes and obliga- 
tions. Why should their rights and liberties be stolen from them’ They were 
in Russia before the Russians, and why should they be driven out ’—( Applause ). 

Mr. THI MANN supported the resolution in an eloquent and effective address. 

The resolution was put and carried unanimously, with loud applause, and 
a collection was taken in behalf of the Relief Fund of the Russo-Jewish 
Committee. 

The Rev. E. O. C. Roeper moved: “That a message conveying the 
sympathy of the Christians of Ramsgate with their suffering brethren, the Jews 
in Russia, be sent to them through the medium of the ./ewssh Chronicle, assuring 
them that the treatment of their brethren by the Russian Government is 
regarded by the Christians of Ramegate as a disgrace to the religion of Christ 
and an outrage on humanity.” It had been said, he observed, that if one wanted 
sympathy one would find it only jn the dictionary (laughter.) The fallacy of 
such a statement was completely disproved by the splendid meeting he saw 
before him. Having come in contact with about 20100 Jews in Spitalfields, 
he could tell them that the Jews in England suffered grievously through Russian 
tyranny as well as those in Russia. The great Empire of Russia, with its army 
of millions of soldiers, could not withstand the hosts of the Lord.—( Applause. ) 
—T'he persecutions in Russia began with the Jews, but had extended to the 
Stundists and other dissenters. Let them then demand liberty for all religions 
and put themselves on the right side with God. oS 

Che Rev. C. L. WILLtiaMs, in an eloquent speech, seconded the proposition. 
Both from the points of view of religion and humanity their Jewish brethren 
in Russia deserved the sympathy and help of all Christian people. 

Alderman Pycorr, the Rev. T. Hancocks and the Rev. J. 
supported the resolution, 

A vote of thanks to the Mayor for presiding ended the proceedings.

THE SYNAGOGUES. 


Our correspondents in London and the Provinces are unanimous in stating 
that the Services at the Synagogues on the New Year Festival were attended by 
large congregations... We append reports of the Services :— 

GREAT. 

On both days of the New Year Festival, the Synagogue was crowded with 
an attentive and devout congregation. In the course of the service on the first 
day, a sermon Was preached for the first time, we believe, on New Year's Day. 
during the existence of this synagogue. The Chief Rabbi delivered a brief but 
stirring discourse on the significance of the Sieo‘ar, setting forth the questions 
which each worshipper should ask himself, and the resolutions he should make 
while listening to its piercing and vibrating tones, 

The morning Sermon of Sabbath last was devoted to an exposition of that 
portion of the Atonement Temple Service which referred to the sending of the 
goat for Azazel into the wilderness, The purpose of this rite was explained as 
intended to impress upon the people the truth that, if they had sincerely 
confessed and truly repented of their transgressions, the sins which had 
separated them from their God would be banished out of sight, but all their 
tearful confessions, their fastings and prayers were of no. avail, as long as they 
hugged their trespasses and would not let them go. They must send them com- 
pletely away, they must break with the evil past, for amendment was the only 
test of repentance. 

The Chief Rabbi's Talmudic discourse was also delivered in the Great 
Synagogue at the Afternoon Service, the Beth Hamedrash not being sufficiently 
commodious to hold the assembled hearers. It treated of the time at which the 
Day of Atonement, Sabbaths and Festivals should commence and terminate, 
the ethical and spiritual purposes of the various enactments being forcibly 
accentuated, 

SERKELEY STREET. 

A considerable number of strangers hadto be:efused admission. It is hoped 
that a supplementary service will in future years be held for the large number 
of foreign poor who are always attracted to Berkeley Street on the festivals. 
The Rev. Professor Marks preached on New Year, basing his discourse on Job 
vill.,: “For we are but of yesterday, and know nothing, because our days 
upon earth are a shadow. Shall they not teach thee, and tell thee, and utter 
words out of our heart.” 

On M3’ N30’ the pulpit was occupied by the Rev. Isidore Harris, M.A., who 
spoke of the seriousness of life, and the urgency of its calls on our higher 
nature. We are accustomed, said the preacher, to ‘talk of the vanity of human 
life, its allusions and disappointments. But what is it that renders our earthly 
existence so poorand tawdry ? Is life in itself so empty a thing, “ an insubstantial 
pageant,  “ the baseless fabric of a vision,”’ “ such stutf as dreams are made of ?”’ 
Or are not we ourselves responsible for the barrenness and vacuity of our lives, 
in that we choose to dream them away in vain imaginings, instead of filling them 
with earnest, prayerful effort to amehorate the condition of humanity, and leave 
the world better than we found it? We regard lifeas a mere lapse of years, 
anxious, a8 Thomas i Kempis expresses it, “to live long, careless to live well,” 
whereas the measure of a long life is obviously the degree of satisfaction it 
affords us through the consciousness that we have been faithful to its 
responsibilities. Scripture is careful to distinguish between these two views of 
life—the extensive and the intensive view. The patriarch Abraham is 
represented as dying “ old and satistied of days,”’ the former expression denoting 
the mere length of time that he lived, and the latter the kind of life—its intensity 
of purpose, its conce itrated. activity, its depth of feeling, its satisfying fulness. 
If, asked the preacher, we measure our own lives by this standard of intensity, 
what account can we give of ourselves? If we review not only the past year, 
but our entire past, shall we have cause for satisfaction? Some of us, yes, but 
others of us—how puny must many of the interests that have absorbed us appear 
when tested in the white light of duty! How few of our petty pleasures have 
we been willing to sacr.fice for the sake of God and our fellow creatures! How 
poor a return have we made to heaven for our liberal endowment of strength 
and possession! We have frittered away our energies on the veriest trifles, we 
have pursued after perishirg vanities, we have amused ourselves with glittering 
baubles. We toil without ceasing for the evanescent, while we remain blind and 
dead to the everlasting and the divine. How many idle hours have we to account 
for! How many opportunities of beneficent action have we wilfully omitted ! 
How many talents and advantages that we might have enlisted in the good cause 
have we allowed to run to seed ! : 

BAYSWATER, 

The Rev. Hermann Goliancz preached sermons on New Year andSabbath 
of Penitence. On New Year's Day he preached on Divine Providence from 
Genesis xxii. 14, his text being “God sees.” If on all occasions in life we had 
this motto before our eyes, we should be ever grateful for the joys of life and 
comforted amid the sorrows of existence. But man is weak, the serious im- 
pressions of New Year's days are only momentary and mostly depart with the 
solemn season itself. If we could only but once grasp the nettle with a firm 
hand and strengthen our hearts in all earnestness to profit by such a season of 
introspection, what would it matter though we had been neglectful during the 
past, what would it matter how many years we had yet to live? What is 
the use of lite if we do nought for the progress of the world, if we make 
no attempt to improve ourselves. Self-improvement should be both spiritual 
and material. There is a form of ambition which rests not content with present 
conditions, but seeks to improve and elevate them, It is for this purpose that 
life is given us, that we should actin such a manner“ thateach to-morrow find 
us further than today.’ Mr. Gollancz in preaching on Sabbath last from 
Isaiah hi, 7, “ How beautiful upon the mountains are the feet of him that 

bringeth good tidings,” &c., remarked that when the prophet uttered these 
words, he gave, as it were, in a vision, the peace and salvation which would 
come to the earthly city of Jerusalem when its ruins would be rebuilt and the 
Lord would again return to the desolate daughter of Zion. To us, at this 
solemn season of the year, these words would convey a different meaning. The 
city of Jerusalem is forgotten for awhile for the narrow citadel of the heart 
and soul. National aspirations and reflections are secondary and give room to 
individual expressions and concerns. And since life is .so uncertain, since what 
is the beginning of the year to one may be the end to another, let us not defer 
our reckoning with our Maker to any stated period of life, but let us be pre: 
pared atall times. If, through circumstances or will, we are unable to devote 
the close of each day of life, to devote each Sabbath day to thoughts upon our 
relations to our Maker, then let us not neglect the opportunities afforded by 
our religion at this season of the year to return unto our Father in Heaven. . 


Sr. Joun’s Woop, 
_The Rey. B. Berliner delivered a Sermon on the first day of the New Year 
his text from Psalms Ixii., .

and actin vital affairs with one heart and one will, A prayer brought the 
Sermon toa conclusion, 

On Sabbath last the sermon was preached by the Rev. Harris L. Price and 
was devoted to an exposition of the words (Deut. xxix., %.) “ Ye stand, this 
day. all of you, before the Lord your God.” He asked his hearers to impress 
the fact on their thoughts, and to strive to live in a conscious communion with 
the Lord. The thought that we stand before Him not only warns us, not only 
convinces us of the necessity of holiness, but it encourages with a certainty of 
help and strength. He pointed out that the religious admonitions of the text 
were addressed to all sorts and conditions of Jews, “Ye stand, a/! of you. 
this day. before the Lord your God.” The preacher concluded with an 
earnest appeal for a more steadfast faith, anda truer, larger service of our 
fellow-men. 

East Lonpon, 

The services were conducted by the Revs. J. F.Stern and I. Greenberg 
assistance being given by: Mr, 8. Shuter, the Master of the Jewish Home, the 
inmates of whichare regular attendants at this place of worship. Mr. Stern, 
who also acted as Baal Tokeah, preached on the first day on the trials and 
sorrows of life. “ As we ponder over all that the past year has been and brought 
to us,” said the preacher, ‘‘as we review the many incidents that have been 
crowded into it, as we: rejoice once again in the memories of its pleasures and 
delights, and sigh at the recollection of its sorrows and disappointments, we feel 
that we would fain draw aside the curtain that veils the future from the 
present and obtain a glimpse of what hes beyond.

But although the future is asa dark 
cloud before our eyes through which our sight is unable to penetrate, expe- 
rience teaches us to anticipate that the New Year!will be, in all respects, like 
the old one and like all those that have gone before it.’’ Mr. Stern urged his 
congregants to view life’s sorrows as sent by God for man’s benefit here and 
hereafter,and pointed out to them that happiness was dependent upon _— 
resignation to the will of Heaven. On Sabbath last Mr. Stern preached on 
Penitence—the preparation forthe Day of Atonement. The choir, under the 
direction of Mr. J. Kossick, has been recently augmented and rendered the 
choral parts of the service in a pleasing manner. 

Arrangements had been made to hold services for children at the Stepne

HAMMERSMITH. 

The Services were conducted by the Rev. Michael Adler, B.A., who 
preached from Deut, iv., 20,and Mr. Henry L. Friedliinder, who for the third 
vear kindly gave his services as Reader and Baal .Tokeah. The congregational 
singing, for which several rehearsals had been held, proved a great success, 

HAMPSTEAD. 

The Rev. A. A. Green read Shachrith, the Rev. 8. Manne Musaph, and Mr, 
Polack acted as Baal Tokeah. The choir was heard to great advantage. Mr. 
(Green preached his inaugural sermon from the text, “ Create me a clean heart, 
O God, and renew within me a steadfast spirit,” Psalms h., 12. Speaking of the 
future of the Synagogue, he defined its ideal use as the deepening of the 
spirituality of those who came to pray within its walls. He made an earnest 
appeal for unity of effort in this direction, and pleaded that we have racial 
traditions of unsurpassed brilliance, we have racial opportunities of unparalleled 
magnitude. Than the heart of the Jew there beats no truer in the world ; than 
the faith of the Jew there breathes no higher. Ours will be the endeavour, 
recognising both, to make Judaism to the Jew the blessing itshould be, to secure 
for the Judaism which has adapted itself to Israel’s varying circumstances in the 
pas‘, a perpetuity of blessing and utility for. ourselves, and for those who are 
to follow us. A minister of religion would be unworthy his sacred charge did he, 
himself, think or did he permit it to be thought, that religion claims more from 
him than from his congregation, or that from his congregation the world claims 
more than it does from him. Preaching on Sabbath, from the text, “ Day to day 
uttereth speech,’ Mr. Green pleaded for recognition of the duty of constant 
and consistent piety. The contrast between the attitude of the average Jew at 
this time of the year, and at other times, presented an anti-climax which could 
not be viewed except with feelings of intense self-degradation. He trusted that 
the eloquent appeal of the Chief Rabbi in his consecration sermon would be 
engraved on their hearts, and that they would endeavour to train their children 
to that recognition of duty from day to day wliich alone builds up character for 
the man and religion for the world. :

The Sepher 
mantles (made by Mr, Schaap) are of white satin with the Ten Command- 
ments embroidered on them and fringed with gold lace, The Cover is of white 
brocaded silk. 


Marpen Lane.—The Rev. Isaac 8. Meisels preached on the first day of the 
New Year, on (Text I. Samuel ii, 6-7) “The Omnipotence of God.” In the 
course of his remarks the preacher pointed out, that though these words were 
no longer applicable now, as they were when first spoken, to the dualism of the 
ancients, they are yet true of the opposite danger threatening men—atheism— 
the belief in no God at all. 


New Datston.—The services were conducted by the Rev. E. Darewski, 
who, as has been mentioned in our columns, was formerly well known 1n 
metropolitan musical circles. On the second day the Rev. I. 8. Meisels delivered 
a sermon on the aim and purpose, as well as the signs and tokens of the life we 
pray for so often and so much during the ten Penitential Days.

One might suppose that the aged and weakly 
would believe it; but even they fondly assure themselves they will live yet for 
many years, All are mortal, but not they. Their vigour is wonderful ! ’ Their 
constitution 1s so sound! They cannot die yet. And if tne old and infirm 
cannot be got to feel that they may be living their last year, their last month, 
it may be, how can the mature. how can the young be made to feelit? To 
those, he said, who were in the prime of their years, life seems so assured, 
it is like a house built on a rock, nothing can overturn it. Let them think, did 
they not know any who, a year ago, were young as they are and who are now 
gone from this world? Yes! toany of us, old and young, the words may be 
now being addressed, “ Thou shalt die, not live.’ The first thought that would 
come to us, and it would strike us with consternation, would be the thought of 
the terrible disproportion between the shortness of the time left to us and the 
number and the magnitude of the tasks before us. But suppose some beneficent 

rophet, some Isaiah, bearer of good tidings, came to us with the glad announce- 
ment that the decree of death was revoked, that our life was to be confirmed, 
and that many years were to be added to it, how should we receive the tidings ?
